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Section 25, Subdivision 28, of the County Gov- 
ernment Act, provides that Boards of Supervisors, 
in their respective counties, have jurisdiction and 
power to provide by ordinances, not in conflict with 
the general laws of the State, for the protection of 
fish and game, and may shorten the season for the 
taking or killing of fish and game within the dates 
fixed by the general State law, hut can not le^igthen 
the same. 

By the decisions of the Supreme Court {Ex parte 
Anear, 114 Cal. 370, People vs. Tom Nop, 124 Cal. 
150, and People vs. Paul Haagen, 139 Cal 115) 
violations of Sections 629, 632, 634, 635, 636 and 
637 of the Penal Code are made triable in the 
Superior Court, and a Justice of the Peace or a 
Police Judge has no trial jurisdiction. The maxi- 
mum penalty is not stated. Offenders under these 
sections must be examined before a Justice, or a 
Police Judge, who is the committing magistrate. 

This edition contains the Act of Congress known 
as the Lacey Game Law, which regulates interstate 
commerce in game.

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TITLE OF THE COMMISSION. 

An Act to amend Part III, Chapter III; Article I 
of the Political Code of California by adding 
a new section to said Article I to be numbered 
three hundred forty-four, relating to Fish and 
Game Commissions. 

[Approved March 15, 1909.] 

The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assemhly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. A new section is hereby added to 
Article I, Chapter III of Part III of the Political 
Code of California, to be numbered three hundred 
and forty-four and to read as follows : 

§ 344. Wherever the title or term “Fish Com- 
mission,” or “Fish Commissioner,” or “Fish Com- 
missioners” or “Board of Fish Commissioners,” or 
“State Board of Fish Commissioners,” appears in 
this code or in any of the codes of California, or 
in any of the statutes of California, such title or 
term shall be deemed to be, and shall be read, 
“Fish and Game Commission,” or “Fish and Game 
Commissioner,” or “Fish and Game Commission- 
ers,” or “Board of Fish and Game Commissioners,” 
or “State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners,” 
as the case may be, and all of the rights, powers 
and duties now granted to or imposed upon the 
Fish Commissioners, shall be imposed upon and 
accrue to the Fish and Game Commissioners. 
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POWERS AND DUTIES OF FISH AND GAME 

COMMISSIONERS. 

An Act to amend Section 642 of the Political 
Code of the State of California, relating to the 
Fish Commissioners and their assistants and 
prescribing their powers and duties. 

[Approved March 25, 1909.] 

The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assemhly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Section 642 of the Political Code of 
the State of California is hereby amended to read 
as follows : 

§ 642. It is the duty of the Fish Commissioners : 
1. To see that the laws for the preservation of 
fish and game are strictly enforced ; and for that 
purpose they may, from time to time, employ such 
assistants as they shall deem necessary, vrhich 
persons so appointed as assista.nts shall be public 
officers and shall have all the powers and authority 
of sheriffs or other peace officers to make arrests 
for violation of such .laws, and to serve all proc- 
esses and notices throughout the State. 

The Fish Commissioners or their assistants shall 
seize and take possession of any and all game or 
fish or any part thereof which have been caught, 
taken, killed, or had in possession, or under control, 
or sold or offered for sale, or shipped, or offered for 
shipment, contrar 5 '^ to any of the laws of this State, 
and all such game, fish or any part thereof which 
may be so seized and taken possession of by the 
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Fish Commissioners or their assistants shall be 
donated by them to some charitable or public insti- 
tution. 

2. To establish and maintain fish breederies for 
stocking the waters of this State with foreign and 
native fish. 

3. To purchase and import the spawn or ova 
of fish suitable for food. 

4. To stock with such spawn the waters of this 
State. 

5. To employ persons skilled in fish breeding to 
assist them in their duties. 

6. To furnish plans for and direct and compel 
the construction and repair of fish ladders and ways 
upon dams and obstructions. 

7. To provide for the importation of game birds 
or animals and for the propagation, distribution 
and protection of imported or domestic game birds 
or animals, and for that purpose to acquire by 
lease or otherwise such land as may be deemed 
"necessary for the purpose of establishing State 
game farms, and to distribute the output of such 
game farm or farms on public lands, or where, in 
the judgment of the Fish Commissioners, such birds 
or animals will receive adequate protection. 

8. To report biennially to the Governor a state- 
ment of all their transactions and disbursements. 

Sec. 2. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict 
with this Act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect immediately. 
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FISH AND GAME PRESERVATION FUND. 

An Act to create a Fish and Game Preservation 
Fund and to unite the “Fish Commission 
Fund” and the “Game Preservation Fund” 
into a common fund to be known as “Fish and 
Game Preservation Fund.” 

[Approved March 15, 1909.]. 

The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 
Section 1. There is hereby created a fund to 
be known as and called “Fish and Game Preserva- 
tion Fund” which said fund shall be kept in the 
State treasury, and shall be applicable to the 
payment of the expense of propagating, protecting, 
restoring and introducing game fish in the public 
waters of this State, and to the propagation, pro- 
tection, restoration and transferring of game birds 
and animals in the State, and to the introduction 
of game birds and animals into the State, and to 
the payment of the expenses incurred in the prose- 
cution of offenders against the fish and game, and 
fish and game license laws of the State, and to all 
other necessary expenses, approved by the Fish and 
Game Commissioners. 

Sec. 2. Wherever the term “Fish Commission 
Fund,” and “Game Preservation Fund” appears in 
anv of the codes or statutes of this State, it shall 
be deemed and construed to be “Fish and Game 
Preservation Fund” herein created, and all moneys 
now in said funds shall be transferred to the fish 
and game preservation fund.

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POWERS OF BOARDS OF SUPERVISORS. 

Extracts from County Government Act. 

An Act to establish a uniform system of county and 

township governments. 

[Approved April 1, 1897 ; Stats. 1897, p. 452.] 

Section 1. The several counties of this State, 
as they now exist, and such other counties as may 
be hereafter organized, according to law, are bodies 
corporate and politic, and as such have the povv^ers 
specified in this Act, and such other powers as are 
necessarily implied. 

GENEEAL PERMANENT POWERS OF BOARD. 

Sec. 25. The Boards of Supervisors, in their 
respective counties, shall have jurisdiction and 
power, under such limitations and restrictions as 
are prescribed by law —

laws, but shall not lengthen the same.

FISHERMAN’S LICENSE LAW. 

An Act to regulate the vocation of fishing, and 
to provide therefrom revenue for the propaga- 
tion, restoration and preservation of fish in 
the waters of the State of California. 

[Approved March 13, 1909.] 

The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assemhly, do enact as folloivs: 

Section 1. Every person engaged or employed 
in the vocation of fishing for profit in the public 
waters of this State must first obtain a license 
before engaging in such vocation. 

Sec. 2. The Controller of State shall prepare 
suitable licenses, of the classes designated by the 
Fish and Game Commissioners, which shall purport 
to license the holder of such license to fish in any 
of the public waters of this State with crawfish 
traps, lines, nets, seines, or by boat, for the term of 
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one year from the first day of April of one year to 
the first day of April of the year following. The 
licenses shall be numbered consecutively, beginning 
with number one, and contain blanks for the in- 
sertion of the name of the holder, his resident 
address, and his description, by age, height, nation- 
ality, and color of eyes and hair, which description Descrip- 
shall be furnished by the applicant to the board of 
fish and game commissioners. The Controller shall 
sign ail licenses and deliver the same to the Fish 
and Game Commissioners, on demand, who shall 
be charged for the same by the Controller. Each 
license, before delivery to the applicant for a 
license, must be countersigned by the President of 
the Board of Fish and Game Commissioners, and 
the President of the Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners shall execute a bond to the people of the 
State of California, in the sum of two thousand 
($2,000) dollars, for the faithful performance of 
the duties imposed upon him by this Act. 

Sec. 3. Licenses shall be issued and delivered 
upon application to the State Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners or their deputies. The 
licenses herein provided for shall be issued as fol- 
lows : To any citizen of the United States upon 
the payment of two and one half (2%) dollars; to 
any person not a citizen of the United States upon 
the payment of ten (10) dollars. Not more than 
one license shall be issued to any one person for 
the same year, except upon an afiidavit by the 
applicant that the one issued has been lost or 
destroyed, and no license issued as herein provided 
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shall be transferable or used by any other person 
than the one to whom it was issued. Every person 
having a license as provided herein, who refuses to 
exhibit such license upon demand of any officer 
authorized to enforce the fish and game laws of this 
State, or any peace officer of this State ; or who 
transfers or disposes of the same to another person 
to be used as a fisherman’s license ; or who fishes 
Unlawful with unlawful lines, nets, seines, or by modes or 
methods in violation of any law for the preserva- 
feiturc. tion of fish and game, shall forfeit this license. 

Fees paid Sec. 4. The said license fees must be paid to 
to wiioiii. Pish and Game Commissioners, or to some one 

designated by them for that purpose ; and each of 
the Commissioners, and such person or persons 
designated by them, is and are hereby empowered 
to arrest any person fishing, or using lines, or a 
boat, or net for fishing, without a license, contrary 
to the provisions of section one of this Act. 

Sec. 5. The money collected from such licenses 
shall be paid by the Commissioners into the State 
treasury to the credit of the appropriation for the 
“Support and Maintenance of Hatcheries,” and 
shall be applicable to the payment of the expenses 
of propagating, protecting, restoring and introduc- 
ing commercial fishes into the public waters of this 
State, and all other necessary expenses pertaining 
thereto. 

Sec. 6. The violation of any provision of this 
Act is hereby declared a misdemeanor, and every 
person violating any of its provisions, shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be fined in a sum not less than

Any person, firm or corporation, own- 
ing and in possession of patented lands in the State 
of California, embracing an area of not less than 
one hundred and sixty acres, may transfer, by an 
instrument in writing duly acknowledged before an 
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officer authorized under the laws of this State to 
take acknowledgments, to the State of California, 
the right to preserve and protect all wild game on 
the land described therein for a period of not less 
than one year nor more than five years. Such 
instrument shall be filed with the State Board of 
Fish Commissioners; whereupon such board (may 
in its discretion) declare the lands described in 
such instrument a State game preserve, and there- 
after for the period named therein, shall for all the 
purposes relating to the preservation and protec- 
tion of wild game be under the control of said 
Board.

§ 598. Every person who, within any public 
cemetery or burying ground, kills, wounds, or traps 
any bird, or destroys any bird’s nest other than 
swallows’ nests, or removes any eggs or young 
birds from any nest, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
[Approved February 14, 1872.] 

Killing Elk a Felony. 

§ 599f. Every person who willfully kills any elk 
within this State is guilty of a felony and punish- 
able by imprisonment in the State prison for a term 
not exceeding two years. [Approved March 19, 

1907.] 

Closed Season for Ducks, Black Sea Brant, Quail, 

Snipe, Shore Birds, Etc. 

§ 626. Every person who, between the fifteenth 
day of February and the first day of October of any 
year, hunts, pursues, takes, kills, or destroys, or has 
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in his possession any kind of wild duck, black sea 
brant, or any rail, curlew, ibis, plover, or other 
shore birds (Lmiicolae) or who, between the first 
day of February and the first day of October of any 
year, hunts, pursues, takes, kills, or destroys, or has 
in his possession, any desert or valley quail ; or 
who, between the first day of April and the first 
day of October of any year, hunts, pursues, takes, 
kills, or destroys, or has in his possession, any 
Wilson snipe ; or who, at any time prior to the 
first day of September one thousand nine hundred 
and eleven, hunts, pursues, takes, kills, or destroys, 
or has in his possession, any mountain quail, grouse 
or sage hen, is guilty of a misdemeanor. [Ap- 
proved March 22, 1900.] 


Doves. 

§ 626a. Every person who, between the fifteenth 
day of October of any year and the fifteenth day 
of July of the following year, hunts, pursues, takes, 
kills or destroys, or has in his possession, any dove, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor. [Approved March 21, 
1907. ] 


Nest or Eggs. 

§ 626b. Every person who destroys or has in his 
possession the nest or eggs of any of the birds 
mentioned in this chapter, is guilty of a misde- 
meanor. [Approved March 28, 1901.] 
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Swan, Wild Pheasants, Bobwhite, or Imported 
Quail, Partridge or Wild Turkey. 

§ 626c. Every person who takes, kills, or destroys, 
or has in his possession any swan, or any wild 
pheasants, or any bobwhite quail, or any variety 
of imported quail or partridge, or wild turkey, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. [Approved March 22, 


Bag Limit on Game Birds. 

§ 626d. Ever 5 ^ person who, during any one cal- 
endar day, takes, kills, or destroys, or has in his 
possession, more than twenty-five wild ducks, or 
black sea brant, or more than twenty quail, snipe, 
curlew, ibis, plover, rail, or any other shore birds 
(Liniicolae), or more than twenty doves, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. [Approved March 22, 1909.] 


Female Deer, Elk, Fawn, Etc. 

§ 626e. Every person who pursues, takes, kills, 
or destroys, or has in his possession, any female 
deer, or spotted fawn, or any antelope, elk, or moun- 
tain sheep, is guilty of a misdemeanor. [Approved 
March 28, 1901.] 


Closed Season for Deer and Deer Meat. 


§ 626f. Every person v/ho between the first day 
of November and the first day of August of the 
following year, hunts, pursues, takes, or destroys, 
or has in his possession, whether taken or killed in 


the State of California, or shipped into tiie State, 
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from any other State, Territory, or foreign country, 
any male deer, or any deer meat, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. [Approved March 20, 1909.] 



Tree Squirrel. 

§ 626g. Every person who, between the first day 
of January and the first day of September of the 
same year, hunts, takes, kills, or destroys, or has in 
his possession, any species of tree squirrel, or who 
at any time buys, sells, offers for sale, or has in 
his possession for sale, any tree squirrel, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and every person who takes, 
kills, or destroys, or has in his possession, more 
than twelve tree squirrels during any one open 
season, is guilty of a misdemeanor.

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Deer — Bag Limit.

Every person found guilty of a viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of Section 626e must 
be fined in a sum not less than fifty dollars nor 
more than five hundred dollars or imprisonment in 
the county jail of the county in which the convic- 
tion shall be had, not less than fifty days nor more 
than one hundred and fifty days, or by both such 
fine or imprisonment.

Protection of Wild Birds, Other Than Game 
Birds, and Their Nests and Eggs. 

§ 637a. Every person in the State of California 
who shall at any time kill or catch, or have in his 
possession, living or dead, any wild bird other than 
a game bird, or who shall purchase, offer or expose 
for sale, transport or ship within or out of the 
State, any such wild bird after it has been killed 
or caught, except as permitted by this Act, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. No part of the plumage, 
skin or body of any bird protected by this section 
shall be sold or had in possession for sale, irre- 
spective of whether said bird was captured or 
killed within or without the State. For the pur- 
poses of this Act the following only shall be consid- 
ered game birds : The anatidae commonly known 
as swans, geese, brant and river and sea ducks j the 
rallidae, commonly known as rails, coots, mud hens 
and gallinules ; the limicolae, commonly known as 
shore birds, plover, surf birds, snipe, sandpipers, 
tattlers, and curlews ; the gallinje, commonly known 
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as wild turkeys, grouse, prairie chickens, pheasants, 
partridges, and quails ; and the species of colum- 
bida 3 , known as wild pigeons and doves. All other 
species of wild birds either resident or migratory 
shall be considered nongame birds ; provided, that 
the English or European house sparrow, the great 
horned owl, sharp shinned hawk. Cooper’s hawk, 
duck hawk, butcher-bird, bluejay, and housefinch, 
commonly known as the California linnet, are not 
included among the birds protected by this Act; 
provided further, that nothing in this section shall 
prohibit the killing of a meadov/ lark, robin, or 
other wild bird by the owner or tenant of any 
premises where such bird is found destroying 
berries, fruit or crops growing on such premises, 
but the birds so killed shall not be shipped or sold ; 
and nothing in this Act shall prevent a citizen of 
California from taking or keeping any wild non- 
game bird as a domestic pet if such bird shall not 
be sold or offered for sale, or transported out of the 
State, a permit to keep the same having first been 
obtained from the State Board of h'ish Commis- 
sioners. [Approved April 16, 1909.] 


Shipment of Resident or Migratory Nongame 

Birds. 

§ 637d. Every person or corporation acting as a 
common carrier, its officers, agents or servants, who 


shall ship, carry, take or transport whether within 
or beyond the confines of the State any resident or 


migratory nongame bird, except as permitted by 
this code, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. [Ap- 
proved April 16, 1909.] 
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Certificates for Scientific Purposes. 

§ 637e. Sections 637a^, 637c, and 637d shall not 
apply to any person holding a certificate giving the 
right to take birds, their nests or eggs for scientific 
purposes only, as hereinafter provided. Certificates 
may be granted by the Board of Fish Commission- 
ers to any properly accredited person permitting 
the holder thereof to collect birds, their nests or 
eggs for scientific purposes only. All certificates 
authorized by this Act shall expire on the 31st day 
of December of the year issued, and shall not be 
transferable. On proof that the holder of such 
certificate has killed any bird, or has taken the nest 
or eggs of any bird for other than strictly scientific 
purposes his certificate shall become void, the birds, 
nests or eggs collected under such certificate shall 
be forfeited, and shall be delivered by the Board of 
Fish Commissioners to some public museum of 
natural history in the State, and the holder of the 
certificate shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.

BIRD AND ARBOR DAY IN PUBLIC 

SCHOOLS. 

An Act to establish a bird and arbor day. 

[Approved March 3, 1909.] 

The people of tile State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enaet as folloivs: 

Section 1. March 7th of each year, being the 
anniversary of the birthday of Luther Burbank, is 
hereby set apart, and designated Bird and Arbor 

Day. 

All public schools and educational institutions 
are directed to observe Bird and Arbor Day, not as 
a holiday, but by including in the school work of 
the day suitable exercises having for their object 
instruction as to the economic value of birds and 
trees, and the promotion of a spirit of protection 

towards them. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect from and 
after its passage. 
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HUNTING IN PINNACLES FOREST 

RESERVE. 

An Act to prevent the destruction of wild game 
within the boundaries of the Pinnacles forest 
reserve and Pinnacles national monument in 
the counties of San Benito and Monterey, in 
the State of California. 

[Approved March 25, 1909.] 

The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Every person who shall hunt, pur- 
sue, kill or destroy any wild game of any kind 
within the boundaries of the Pinnacles national 
forest reserve or the Pinnacles national monument 
situated in the counties of San Benito and Mon- 
terey, in the State of California, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than one hundred nor more 
than five hundred dollars or by imprisonment in 
the county jail of the county in which the convic- 
tion shall be had not less than fifty days nor more 
than two hundred days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

Sec. 2. The provisions of this Act shall not 
apply to the hunting, pursuing, killing or destroying 
of California lions, wild cats or coyotes, under a 
permit therefor Issued by the Fish and Game Com- 
mission of California. 
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PRESERVE FOR SHELLFISH AND 
INVERTEBRATE ANIMALS IN 
BAY OF MONTEREY. 

An Act to create a preserve for shellfish and 
invertebrate animals within a portion of the 
Bay of Monterey and to prohibit taking the 
same from such preserve for commercial pur- 
poses. 

[Approved March 21, 1907.] 

The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. A preserve for all kinds of shellfish 
and invertebrate animals is hereby created, which 
shall consist of that portion of the Bay of Monterey 
bounded and described as follows: Commencing 
at the extreme point of Point Pinos at the southern 
entrance to Monterey Bay and running thence in 
a straight line easterly to the eastern shore ^ of 
said bay at a point north of the town of Seaside, 
said point being marked by a permanent monument 
placed by the United States government surveyors 
and designated as “Monterey 3, N. O. T. C. & G. S. 
Sta.” ; thence following the shore line on . and 
around the southerly side of said bay to the place 
of beginning. 

Sec. 2. No person shall fish for, catch, take or 
remove any shellfish or invertebrate animals of any 
kind, for commercial purposes, from the preserve 
hereby created. 

Sec. 3. Any person violating the provisions of 
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this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon 
conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of 
not exceeding five hundred dollars or imprisonment 
in the county jail for not exceeding ninety days or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect from and 
after its passage. 


CRAB PRESERVE WITHIN EEL RIVER, 
HUMBOLDT AND TRINIDAD BAYS. 

An Act to create a preserve for crabs within Eel 
River and the entrance thereto and Humboldt 
and Trinidad Bays and the waters of the 
Pacific Ocean adjacent thereto, and to regulate 
the taking of crabs from such preserve for 
commercial purposes. 

^ [Approved March 13, 1909.] 

The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Sectioist 1. A preserve for crabs is hereby 
created which shall consist of Eel River and the 
entrance thereto and Humboldt Bay and Trinidad 
Bay and the waters of the Pacific Ocean adjacent 
to said bays within the limit of two miles from the 
inside shore line of each of said baj^s. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful to fish for, catch, 
take, or remove any crabs for commercial purposes 
from the preserve hereby created ; provided, how- 
ever, that during the open season for crabs as now 
or which may be hereafter defined by law, crabs 
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mav be taken and removed from the preserve 
hereby created during the day of Thursday of each 

and every week, and at no other time. 

Sec. 3. Any person violating the provisions o ^ 

this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of 
not exceeding five hundred dollars or imprisonment 
in the county jail for a term not exceeding ninety 
days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect from and 

after its passage. 


FISHING WITH NETS IN FALSE BAY. 

An Act to prevent fishing or the taking of fish by 
means of weirs, dams, nets, traps or seines, in 
False Bay or in the entrance thereto. 

[Approved March 25, 1909.] 

The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assemhly, do enact as follows. 

Section 1. Any person who, in the waters of 
False Bay ; in the County of San Diego, State of 
California; or in the entrance of said bay, shall use 
any weir, dam, net, trap or seine of any description 
for the purpose of catching fish or who shall, in 
these waters, take any fish from any weir, dam, 
net, trap or seine, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 2. Any person convicted of the violation of 
any of the provisions of this Act shall be fined not 
less than ten dollars nor more than fifty dollars, or 
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shall be imprisoned in the county jail of said county 
not less than five days nor more than twenty-five 
days, or shall be both fined and imprisoned in the 
discretion of the court. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect immediately. 

FISHING IN TIDE WATERS OF MENDOCINO 

COUNTY. 

An Act to prevent the taking of fish by means of 
weirs, dams, nets, traps or seines, in certain 
tide water on the coast of Mendocino County. 

[Approved March 25, 1909.] 

The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enaet as follows: 

Section 1. Any person who in the tide water of 
the Noyo, Big, Ten Mile, Garcia, Navarro, or 
Gualala rivers in Mendocino County, shall use any 
weir, dam, net, trap or seine of any description for 
the purpose of catching fish, or who shall in any of 
said tide water take any fish of any kind from any 
weir, dam, net, trap, or seine, is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and is punishable by a fine of not less 
than ten nor more than fifty dollars, or by im- 
prisonment in the county jail of said county, not 
less than five days nor more than twenty-five days 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 2. In the construction and meaning of this 
Act the limits of tide water in the Noyo River shall

be deemed to extend from its mouth to the mouth 
of the South Fork thereof ; in the Big River from 
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the mouth thereof to the Laguna ; in the Ten Mile 
River from the mouth thereof to the Soda Sprin 
in the Garcia River from the mouth thereof to t 
mouth of the North Fork thereof ; in the Navai 
River from the mouth thereof to Barton Gulch ;

§ 2349. The following streams and waters are 
declared public ways : So much of a slough as 
lies between Simonds Canal, in the town of Alviso, 
and the bay of San Francisco ; Petaluma River, 
from its mouth to the southerly line of Washington 
street, in the city of Petaluma ; the Sonoma River, 
between its mouth and a point opposite Fowler’s 
Hotel, in the town of San Luis; the Napa River, 
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between its mouth and the toll-bridge ; the Suisun 
River, between its mouth and the town of Suisun 
embarcadero ; the Sacramento River, between its 
mouth and the mouth of Middle Creek ; the Feather 
River, between its mouth and a point fifty feet 
below the bridge crossing Feather River first above 
the mouth of the Yuba River ; the Yuba River, 
between its mouth and a point at the mouth of the 
slough at the foot of F street, in the city of Marys- 
ville ; the San Joaquin River, between its mouth 
and Sycamore point ; the Stockton slough, between 
its mouth and the west line of El Dorado street in 
Stockton ; the Mokelumne River, between its mouth 
and the first falls ; the Tuolumne River, between its 
mouth and Dickinson’s ferry ; Deer Creek, between 
the house of Peter Lassen and its mouth ; Big- 
River, three miles from its mouth ; Noyo River, 
three miles from its mouth ; Albion River, three 
miles from its mouth ; San Antonio Creek, in the 
county of Alameda, from its mouth to the old 
embarcadero of San Antonio ; the Arroyo del Medo, 
in the county of Santa Clara, from its mouth to 
the upper line of the town of New Flaven ; Mission 
Creek, in the county of San Francisco ; that por- 
tion of Channel street, in the city of San Francisco, 
lying easterly of the northeasterly line of Seventh 
street, the width thereof to be one hundred forty 
feet ; that certain creek running through tide-land

Diablo Creek, from its junction with the Neuces, 
to a point opposite the warehouse of Frank Such, 
in Contra Costa County ; the Arroyo de San 
Antonio, or Keys Creek in Marin County, from its 
mouth at Tomales Bay to the warehouses on the 
point at Keys embarcadero ; all the streams and 
sloughs emptying into Elk River ; and all the 
streams and sloughs, south of Eureka, in Humboldt 
County, which are now or at any time have been 
used for the purpose of floating logs or timber, and 
all the sloughs south of Humboldt point, in said 
county, that at high water have a depth of two 
feet of water, and wide enough to float and admit a 
boat carrying five tons or more freight; Novato 
Creek, or estuary, in Marin County from its mouth 
to Sweetzer’s Landing; Salinas River and Elkhorn 
Slough, or Estero Viejo, in Monterey County, from 
its mouth as far up as tide-water flows ; First Napa 
Creek, Second Napa Creek, and Third Napa Creek, 
in Sonoma County, between Napa and Sonoma 
rivers; Moro Cojo Slough, in Monterey County, 
from Salinas River to tide-water; Gallinas, or 
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Guyana s, slough or creek, in Marin County, from 
its mouth to the line of the Sonoma and Marin 
railroad ; Clear Lake, in Lake County, provided 
that nothing herein contained shall be deemed to 
interfere with rights of owners and claimants of 
swamp or overflowed land around the margin of 
said Clear Lake to reclaim the same ; Newport Bay, 
in the County of Orange, and all arms thereof, and 
sloughs connecting therewith in which the tide ebbs 
and flows, including the Santa Ana River from a 
point where said Santa xina River empties into 
said bay, up to a point where said Santa Ana 
River is intersected by the east boundary of section

An Act empowering the Boards of Supervisors 
of the several counties of the State, in their 
discretion, to establish and maintain fish 
hatcheries and provide for the expense of the 
establishment and maintenance thereof. 



[Approved March 21, 1907.] 


The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assemhly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The Boards of Supervisors of the 
several counties of the State of California are 
authorized to establish, maintain and support, 
hatcheries for the artificial propagation of fish, and 



to purchase or import the spawn or ova of fish suit- 
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able for food and, permission in writing having- 
first been obtained from the State Board of Fish 

spawn or ova and the 
sperm or milt of any fish found in the streams of 
the State of California for the purpose of such 
artificial propagation in such county hatcheries, 
and the expense of the establishment, maintenance 
and support of such hatcheries and of such arti- 
ficial propagation of fish shall be and become a 
county charge, and be payable out of the county 
general fund. 

COUNTY FISH AND GAME WARDENS. 

An Act to create the office of Fish and Game 
Warden, and to prescribe the powers, duties, 
and salary of such officer. 

[Approved March 26, 1895 ; Stats. 1895, p. 169.] 

The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assemhly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The Board of Supervisors of each 
and every county in the State may, in its discre- 
tion, at their first meeting held in April, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-five, and at their first meeting 
held in January, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
seven, and in January every two years thereafter, 
appoint a suitable person, to serve for a period of 
two years from the date of his appointment, as 
Fish and Game Warden of the county, which office 
is hereby created; provided, that the person so 
appointed in April, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
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five, shall hold office only until January, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-seven, and until his successor 
is appointed and qualifies. 

Sec. 2. Said Fish and Game Warden shall • 
enforce the State laws and all county and munici- 
pal ordinances relating to the protection of fish 
and game, and he shall be vested with all the 
powers of a peace officer to make arrests for the 
violation of such laws and ordinances. 

Sec. 3. The salarj^ of said Fish and Game 
Warden is hereby fixed, in accordance with the 
classification of counties, as follows : 

Sec. 4. For counties of the second class, one 
hundred and twenty-five dollars per month ; for 
counties of the first and third classes, one hundred 
dollars per month ; for counties of the fourth, fifth, 
and sixth classes, the sum of seventy-five dollars 
per month ; for counties of the seventh, eighth, 
ninth, and tenth classes, the sum of sixty dollars 
per month ; and for all other classes, from the 
eleventh to the fifty-third inclusive, the sum of 
fifty dollars per month. In addition thereto, said 
Warden shall be allowed a sum not to exceed 
twenty-five dollars per month for expenses incurred 
by him in the performance* of his duties. Said 
salary and expenses incurred must be paid monthly 
from the county treasury. Said Fish and Game 
Warden shall, before entering upon the discharge 
of his duties, execute a bond with sureties in such 
sum as may be required by the Board of Super- 
visors, for the faithful and proper discharge of his 
duties as such Fish and Game Warden. Said

Warden shall report quarterly to the Board of 
Supervisors of his county, giving a detailed state- 
ment of all arrests made, convictions had, fines col- 
lected, and generally in regard to the management 
of his office. Such officers may be removed by the 
Board of Supervisors for intemperance, neglect of 
duty, or other good and sufficient reasons. 

Sec. 5. This Act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage. 

OYSTERS. 

An Act to encourage the planting and cultiva- 
tion of oysters. 

[Approved March 30, 1874; Stats. 1874, p. 940.] 

Section 1. Any citizen of the United States 
may lay down and plant oysters in any of the bays, 
rivers, or public waters of this State, and the 
ownership of and the exclusive right to take up 
and carry off the same shall be continued and 
remain in such person or persons who shall have 
laid down and planted the same. 

Sec. 2. Any person or persons who now have 
or may hereafter lay down and plant oysters as 
hereinbefore provided, shall stake or fence off the 
land upon which the same is or hereafter may be 
laid down and planted, and such stakes or fences 
shall be sufficient marks of the boundaries and 
limits, and entitle such person or persons to the 
exclusive use and occupation thereof for the pur- 
poses prescribed in this Act ; provided, that nothing 
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herein contained shall be deemed to authorize any 
impediment or obstructions to the navigation of any 
channels. 

Sec. 3. Parties planting or laying down such Must^ 
oyster beds shall record a full description of said beds, 
bed or beds in the County Recorder’s office in the 
county where the same is situated. The Recorder 
shall record the description so furnished in a book 
to be kept by him for that purpose, to be entitled 

a “Record of Oyster Beds.” 

Sec. 4. Any person or persons who shall enter Ti-espEss 

upon any lot of land in which there shall be oysters meanor. 
laid down and planted, and which at the time of 
such entry shall be fenced or staked off pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act, and who shall take 
up and carry off therefrom such oysters without 
the consent or permission of the occupants and 
owners thereof, and shall willfully destroy or re- 
move, or cause to be removed or destroyed, any 
stakes, marks, or fences intended to designate the 
boundaries and limits of any land claimed and 
staked or fenced off pursuant to the provisions of 
this Act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 5. The penalties of the Penal Code rela- 
tive to misdemeanors are hereby made applicable 
to any violation of the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. G. All fines and penalties collected for a 
violation of any of the provisions of this Act over 
and above the costs of suit shall be paid into the 
common school fund of the county where the offense 

was committed. 
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Sec. 7. All parties availing themselves of the 
provisions of this Act shall erect or cause to be 
erected on some conspicuous part of the grounds 
devoted to the planting of oysters, a sign not less 
than six feet in length and one foot in width, on 
which shall be painted, in black letters upon a 
white ground, the words “Oyster Beds.” 

Sec. 8. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict 
with the. provisions of this Act, and especially an 
Act entitled “An Act concerning oysters,” passed 
April twenty-eighth, one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-one (Stats. 1851, p. 432), as also the Act 
entitled “An Act concerning oyster beds,” approved 
April second, one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
six (Stats. 1866, p. 848), are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 9. This Act shall not apply to any tide 
lands which the State may have sold to private 
parties ; 'provided further, that nothing herein shall 
be construed as to interfere with the right of the 
State to sell or dispose of any of the tide lands, 
nor to affect in any manner the rights of purchasers 
at any sale of tide lands by the State. 

Sec. 10. This Act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage. 

Note. — The Acts mentioned in Section 8 were 
continued in force by Political Code. 

Trespassing on Oyster Beds. 

§ 602. Every person who willfully commits any 
trespass by either — 

7. Entering upon any land owned by any other 
person or persons, whereon oysters or other shell- 
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fish are planted or growing, or injuring, gathering, 
or carrying away any oj^sters or other shellfish 
planted, growing, or being on any such lands, 
whether covered by water or not, without the 
license of the owner or legal occupant thereof, or 
destroying or removing, or causing to be removed 
or destroyed, any stakes, marks, fences, or signs 
intended to designate the boundaries and limits of 
any such land, is guilty of a misdemeanor. [Ap- 
proved March 21, 1905.]

sale, takes, catches, kills, or has in his possession, 
any female crab, or any crabs which shall measure 
less than six inches across the back, or any lobster, 
or crawfish, or any abalones except the abalone 
known to commerce as the red abalone {Haliotis 
rufescens) which shall measure not less than seven- 
teen inches around the outer edge of the shell, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor ; provided, that it shall at 
all times be lawful for any person or persons, 
to buy, sell, or have in his possession any lobster or 
crawfish of not less than nine and one half inches 
in length, measured from one extremity to the 
other, exclusive of legs, claws, or feelers, caught or 
taken without the waters of this State, and bearing, 
after inspection, such evidence of having been so 
caught or taken as shall be hereafter prescribed 

by the California Fish Commission ; and provided

further, that the expense of such inspection shall 
be borne by the person or persons importing such 
lobster or crawfish. [Approved March 20, 1909.] 

Striped Bass. 

§ 628a. Every person who, at any time, buys, 
sells, offers for sale, or has in his possession, any 
striped bass of less than three pounds in weight ; or 
who, between the first day of May and the .first day 
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of July of any year, takes, catches, or kills, any 
striped bass, with a net or seine ; or who, between 
the first day of May and the first day of July of 
any year has in his possession any striped bass, 
taken, caught or killed except with hook and line ; 
or who between the first day of May and the first 
day of July of any year, buys, sells or offers for 
sale, ships, offers for shipment, or receives for ship- 
ment or transportation any striped bass ; or who, 
at any time, offers for shipment, ships, or receives 
for shipment or transportation from the State of 
California to any place in any other State, Terri- 
tory, or foreign country any striped bass of less 
than three pounds in weight, caught or taken in the 
waters of this State, is guilty of a misdemeanor; 
provided, that the possession of such striped bass 
shall be prima facie evidence of the fact that such 
striped bass were caught or taken in the waters of 
this State. [Approved March 20, 1909.] 

Black Bass. 

§ 628b. Every person who, between the first day 
of January and the first day of June of each year, 
buys, sells, offers for sale, takes, catches, kills, or 
has in his possession, any black bass; or who, at 
any time, except with hook and line, takes, catches, 
or kills any black bass ; or who takes, catches, kills, 
or has in his possession, more than fifty black bass 
during any one calendar day, is guilty of a misde- 
meanor. [Approved March 15, 1907.]

Streams. 

§ 628c. Every person who, by seine or other 
means, catches the young fish of any species and 
does not immediately return the same to the water 
alive, or who buys, sells or offers for sale, or has 
in his possession, any such fish, whether fresh or 
dried ; or who catches, takes, kills, or carries away 
any fish from any pond or reservoir belonging to, 
or controlled by, the Board of Pish Commissioners, 
or any person or corporation, without the consent, 
of the owners thereof, which pond or reservoir has 
been stocked with fish ; or who, except with hook 
and line, takes, catches, or kills any kind of fish 
in any river or stream upon which a fish hatchery 
is maintained, is guilty of a misdemeanor. Nothing 
in this section, or elsewhere in this code contained, 
shall prohibit the United States Pish Commission 
and the Pish Commission of this State, from taking 
at all times such fish as they may deem necessary 
for scientific purposes or for purposes of propa- 
gation. [Approved March 18, 1905.] 

Fines and Their Disposition. 

§ 628d. Every person found guilty of a violation 
of any of the provisions of Sections 628, 628(i, 
6286, and 628c, shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than twenty dollars nor more than five hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail, in 
the county in which the conviction is had, not less 
than twenty nor more than one hundred and fifty

days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. All 
fines collected for any violation of any of the pro- 
visions of said sections must be paid into the State 
treasury to the credit of the “Fish Commission 
Fund.”

§ 628e. Every person who at any time, except 
with hook and line, takes, catches or kills any 
California whiting {Menticirrhus undulatus) also 
known as surf fish, or any yellow fin or any spot-fin 
croaker, is guilty of a midsemeanor. And all fines 
collected for any violation of any of the provisions 
of this section shall be paid into the State treasury 
to the credit of the “Fish Commission Fund.” 
[Approved March 18, 1909.]

§ 629. Any person, company, or corporation, 
owning, in whole or in part, or leasing, operating,

Any net, seine, dragnet, paranzella, or 
set net used for taking or catching fish, which shall 
be used or maintained in any of the waters of this 
State in violation of any existing or hereafter 
enacted statutes or laws of this State, for the pro- 
tection of fish, is hereby declared to be a public 
nuisance, and it is the duty of every peace ofiicer 
to seize and keep the same, and report such seizure 
to the Board of Fish Commissioners of the State. 
Thereupon said Board must commence proceedings 
in the Superior Court of the county, or city and 
county, in which the same shall be seized, by filing 
a petition in said court, asking for a judgment for- 
feiting such net, seine, dragnet, paranzella, or set 
net so seized, and ordering the destruction thereof. 
Upon the filing of such petition, it is the duty of 
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the clerk of said court to fix a time for the hearing

COSTS OF PROSECUTING VIOLATIONS OF 

FISH LAWS. 

An Act to amend an Act approved February 28, 
1887, entitled “An Act concerning the payment 
of the expenses and costs of the trial of 
persons charged with the violation of the laws 
for the preservation of fish in the navigable 
waters of this State,” and to repeal all Acts 
and parts of Acts in conflict with this Act, 

[Approved February 12, 1903.] 

The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assemhly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The title of said Act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : An Act pro- 
viding for the payment of the costs and expenses 
of all trials and proceedings against any person 
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charged with the violation of the laws of this State 
for the perservation, protection,' or restoration of 
fish.

Sec. 2. Section one of said Act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 

Section 1. The costs and expenses of all trials 
and proceedings which shall hereafter be had in 
any county of this State against any person charged 
with having violated any of the provisions of any 
law of this State for the preservation, protection, 
or restoration of fish shall be borne and paid by 
the State. 

Sec. 3. Section two of said Act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 

Section 2. Any claim against the State for the 
cost and expenses named in this Act shall be pre- 
sented to the State Board of Fish Commissioners, 
duly .verified, and after approval and allowance by 
said board, shall be acted upon by the State Board 
of Examiners, and paid out of the Fish Commission 
Fund. 

Sec. 4. All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict 
with this Act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This Act shall take effect immediately. 
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ACT OF CONGRESS KNOWN AS THE 

LACEY GAME LAW. 

[Public No. 119.] 

An Act to enlarge the powers of the Department 
of Agriculture, prohibit the transportation, by 
interstate commerce of game killed in violation 
of local laws, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted T)y the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America, in 
Congress assembled, That the duties and powers of 
the Department of Agriculture are hereby enlarged 
so as to include the preservation, distribution, intro- 
duction, and restoration of game birds and other 
wild birds. The Secretary of Agriculture is hereby 
authorized to adopt such measures as may be neces- 
sary to carry out the purposes of this Act and to 

0 

purchase such game birds and other wild birds as 
may be required therefor, subject, however, to the 
laws of the various States and Territories. The 
object and purpose of this Act is to aid in the 
restoration of such birds in those parts of the 
United States adapted thereto where the same 
have become scarce or extinct, and also to regulate 
the introduction of American or foreign birds or 
animals in localities where they have not heretofore 
existed. 

The Secretary of Agriculture shall from time to 
time collect and publish useful information as to 
the propagation, uses, and preservation of such 
birds. And the Secretary of Agriculture shall make 
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and publish all needful rules and regulations for 
carrjTing out the purposes of this Act, and shall 
expend for said purposes such sums as Congress 


may appropriate therefor. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be unlawful for any per Permits

foreign wild animal or bird, except under special 


permit from the United States Department of 
Agriculture ; provided, that nothing in this section 
shall restrict the importation of natural history 
specimens for museums or scientific collections, or

as the Secretary of Agriculture may designate. 

The importation of the mongoose, the so-called 
“flying foxes” or fruit bats, the English sparrow, 
the starling, or such other birds or animals as the 
Secretary of Agriculture may from time to time 
declare injurious to the interests of agriculture or 
horticulture, is hereby prohibited, and such species 
upon arrival at any of the ports of the United 
States shall be destroyed or returned at the expense 
of the owner. The Secretary of the Treasury is 


hereby authorized to make regulations for carrying 
into effect the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be unlawful for any per- inter-

son or persons to deliver to any common carrier, or 
for any common carrier to transport from one State 
or Territory to another State or Territory, or from 
the District of Columbia or Alaska to any State 
or Territory, or from any State or Territory to the 
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District of Columbia or Alaska, any foreign ani- 
mals or birds the importation of which is pro- 
hibited, or the dead bodies or parts thereof of any 
wild animals or birds, where such animals or birds 
have been killed in violation of the laws of the 
State, Territory, or District in which the same 
were killed ; provided, that nothing herein shall 
prevent the transportation of any dead birds or 
animals killed during the season when the same 
may be lawfully captured, and the export of which 
is not prohibited by law in the State, Territory, or 
District in which the same are killed. 

Sec. 4. That all packages containing such dead 
animals, birds, or parts thereof, when shipped by 
interstate commerce, as provided in section one of 
this Act, shall be plainly and clearly marked, so 

address of the shipper and the 
nature of the contents may be readily ascertained 
on inspection of the outside of such packages. For 
each evasion or violation of this Act the shipper 
shall, upon conviction, pay a fine of not exceeding 
two hundred dollars ", and the consignee knowingly 
receiving such articles so shipped and transported 

^i^i^fion of this Act shall, upon conviction, X 3 ay 
a fine of not exceeding two hundred dollars ; and 
the carrier knowingly carrying or transporting the 
same shall, upon conviction, pay a fine of not 
exceeding two hundred dollars. 

Sec. 5. That all dead bodies, or parts thereof, 
of any foreign game animals, or game or song birds, 
the importation of which is prohibited, or the dead 
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bodies, or parts thereof, of any wild game animals 
or game or song birds transported into any State 
or Territory, or remaining therein for use, con- 
sumption, sale dr storage therein, shall upon arrival 
in such State or Territory be subject to the opera- 
tion and effect of the laws of such State or Terri- 
tory enacted in the exercise of its police powers, 
to the same extent and in the same manner as 
though such animals or birds had been produced 
in such State or Territory, and shall not be exempt 
therefrom by reason of being introduced therein in 
original packages or otherwise. This Act shall not 
prevent the importation, transportation, or sale of 
birds or bird plumage manufactured from the 
feathers of barnyard fowl.

On October 1, 1913, the President gave his ap-

proval to certain regulations for the protection of 
migratory game and insectivorous birds that had 
been adopted and promulgated by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. These regulations became 
effective at once, and it is the opinion of competent 
authorities that they have superseded all state 
legislation, so far as closed seasons on migratory 
'.game and insectivorous birds are concerned.

The regulations are to be enforced by the Federal 
Government, with the co-operation of the states ; 
violations are triable only in federal courts. The 
regulations will be found on pages 109-109 of this 
booklet.

DIVISION OF STATE INTO FISH AND GAME 

DISTRICTS. 

State Constitution, Art. IV, Sec. 25i. The 
legislature may provide for the division of the 
state into fish and game districts, and may enact 
such laws for the protection of fish and game 
therein as it may deem appropriate to the re- 
spective districts.

THE RIGHT OF THE PEOPLE TO FISH IN 

STATE WATERS. 

State Constitution, Art. I, Sec. 25. The 
people shall have the right to fish upon and from 
the public lands of the state and in the waters 
thereof, excepting upon lands set aside for fish 
hatcheries, and no land owned by the state shall, 
ever be sold or transferred without reserving in 
the people the absolute right to fish thereupon ; 
and no law shall ever be passed making it a crime 
for the people to enter upon the public lands 
within this state for the purpose of fishing in any 
water containing fish that have been planted therein 
by the state ; provided, that the legislature may 
by statute provide for the season when and the 
conditions under which the different species of fish 
may be taken.

[Enacted 1911; amended 1913.] ^ 
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Section 1. Any person, firm or corporation, 
owning and in possession of patented lands in the 
State of California, embracing an area of not less 
than one hundred and sixty acres, may transfer, 
by an instrument in writing duly acknowledged 
before an officer authorized under the laws of this 
state to take acknowledgments, to the State of 
California, the right to preserve and protect all 
wild game on the land described therein for a 
period of not less than ten years. Such instru- 
ment shall be filed with the state board of Fish 
Commissioners ; whereupon such board may in its 

discretion declare the lands described in such in- 

* 

strument a state game preserve, and thereafter for 
the period named therein, shall, for all the purposes 
relating to the preservation and protection of wild 
game, be under the control of said board. Such 
preserve shall be numbered in the order of the 
filing of the instrument of transfer thereof. A 
copy of the declaration establishing the same shall, 
under the seal of said board, be issued to such 
person, firm or corporation, transferring the right 
therefor. During the period named in such in- 
strument it shall be unlawful for any person to 
hunt, pursue, shoot, take, kill or destroy any wild 
game within the exterior boundaries thereof. The 
state board of Fish Commissioners shall cause to 
be prepared suitable notices to be posted under 
its direction on each state game preserve and such 
notice shall describe the lands constituting the 
same, and shall contain a warning to all persons 
to refrain for the period named therein from 
violations of the provisions of this act ; provided, 
however, that no provision in this act contained 
shall be construed as prohibiting or preventing any 
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person or persons from hunting or taking fish and 
wild game from or on navigable water ; and pro- 
vided, further, that the word “lands,” as used in 
this section, shall not be construed to include any 
land which is covered and uncovered by the ordi- 
nary daily tide of the Pacific ocean. 

Sec. 2. All state game preserves established 
under the provisions of this act shall for all pur- 
poses of preservation and protection of wild game 
thereon, be under the control and management of 
the state board of Fish Commissioners, and th,e 
said board, its officers and emi3loyees, and all game 
•wardens, tnay at all times enter in and upon such 
preserves, in the performance of their duties. The 
said board may establish such regulations as may, 
in its judgment, be necessary for the preservation 
and protection of the wild game on such preserves, 
and for that purpose may direct and authorize 
game wardens or other officers to execute such 
regulations.

said county, that at high water have a depth of 
two feet of water, and wide enough to float and 
admit a boat carrying five tons or more- freight ; 
Novato creek, or estuary, in Marin county from its 
mouth to Sweetzer’s landing; Salinas river and 
Elkhorn slough, or Estero Viejo, in Monterey 
county, from its mouth as far up as tidewater 
flows ; First Napa creek. Second Napa creek, and 
Third Napa creek, in Sonoma county, between 
Napa and Sonoma rivers ; Mora Cojo slough, in 
Monterey county, from Salinas river to. tidewater ; 
Gallinas, or Guyanas slough or creek, in Marin 
county, from its mouth to the line of the Sonoma 
and Marin railroad ; Clear lake, in Lake county ; 
provided, that nothing herein contained shall be 
deemed to interfere with rights of owners and claim- 
ants of swamp or overflowed land around the mar-

thereof, the sloughs connecting therewith in which

Sec. 2. This act is hereby declared to be an 
urgency measure within the meaning of section one 
of article four of the constitution of the State of 
California, and shall take effect immediately. The 
following is a statement of the facts constituting 
such urgency : Section 2349 of the Political Code of 
this state, of which this act is amendatory, now 
declares certain rivers and streams navigable in 
instances where such rivers and streams are not 
navigable in fact, thereby preventing the bridging 
of such rivers and streams by county or municipal 
authority where it is necessary for the traveling 
public to cross the same, which said condition is 
dangerous to public safety, and will be obviated by 
section 1 of this act.

From and after the passage of this 
act it shall be unlawful for any person to use 
weirs, dams, nets, or seines of any description, for 
the purpose of catching fish in any of the waters 
of Bolinas bay, inside of Bolinas bar, in Marin 
county. 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall violate the pro- 
visions of this act, shall, upon conviction before 
any justice of the peace in Marin county, pay a 
fine of not less than ten dollars and not more than 
fifty dollars, and costs of prosecution. 
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Sec. 3. Any person so convicted as aforesaid 
who shall neglect or refuse to pay the fine and 
costs aforesaid, shall be committed by the justice 
of the peace before whom the conviction is had, to 
the county jail of Marin county, for a term not 
exceeding twenty days, or until such fine and costs 
are paid or satisfied. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the justice of 
the peace in the county aforesaid to take cogni- 
zance of all offenses against the provisions of this 
act, and all suits thereunder shall be prosecuted in 
the name of the people of the State of California 
against the person or persons offending.

ACT RESTRICTING FISHING IN TIDE 
WATERS IN MENDOCINO COUNTY. 

Section 1. Any person who in the tidewater 
of the Noyo, Big, Ten Mile, Garcia, Navarro, or 
Gualala rivers in Mendocino county, shall use any 
weir, dam, net, trap, or seine of any description for 
the purpose of catching fish, or who shall in any of 
said tidewater take any fish of any kind from any 
weir, dam, net, trap, or seine, is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and is punishable by a fine of not less 
than ten nor more than fifty dollars, or by im- 
prisonment in the county jail of said county, not 
less than five days nor more than twenty-five days 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 2. In the construction and meaning of this 
act the limits of tidewater in the Noyo river shall 
be deemed to extend from its mouth to the mouth 
of the South Fork thereof ; in the Big river from 
the mouth thereof to the Laguna ; in the Ten Mile 
river from the mouth thereof to the Soda Spring ; 
in the Garcia river from the mouth thereof to the 
mouth of the North Fork thereof ; in the Navarro 
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river from the mouth thereof to Barton gulch ; in 
the Gualala river from the mouth thereof to the 
mouth of the North Pork thereof. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Sec. 4. The provisions of this act are subject 

to section 634 of the Penal Code, and the. use of 

/ 

such weir, dam, net, trap or seine for the purpose 
of catching fish, and the taking of fish from any 
weir, dam, net, trap or seine in the waters described 
in this act shall be permitted at the times and in 
the manner set out in said section 634 of the Penal 
Code.

ACT RESTRICTING FISHING IN THE 
WATERS OF LAKE BIGLER (TAHOE). 

Section 1. It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son or persons to catch or kill any fish in the . 
waters of Lake Bigler, or in any stream lead- 
ing into or from said Lake Bigler, with any 
seine, gill-net, spear, wire fence, basket, trap, set- 
net, or dam, or any poisonous, deleterious, or 
stupefying drug or explosive compound, or any 
other implement or appliance, except by means of 
a hook and line. 

Sec. 2. Any person or persons who shall vio- 
late any provision of this act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof before any justice ^f the peace, in Placer 
county, El Dorado county, or Nevada county, shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than five hundred, or by imprison- 
ment in the county jail not less than thirty days 
nor more than four months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court, 
for each and every offense, besides the cost of 
prosecution., 
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Sec. 3. The district attorney, or his deputy, of 
El Dorado county, or of Placer county, or of 
Nevada county, whichever the informer may notify 
as within the district attorney’s jurisdiction, shall 
prosecute such suits, and, upon conviction, all fines, 
damages, and penalties that may be awarded or col- 
lected under this act shall be paid one half to the 
district attorney and one half to the informer, 
share and share alike ; and it is hereby made the 
duty of the district attorney, or his appointed 
deputy, of the counties of Placer, El Dorado, and 
Nevada, to prosecute all cases arising under this 
act.

ACT RESTRICTING FISHING AND HUNTING 
IN AND ABOUT LAKE MERRITT, 

ALAMEDA COUNTY. 

Section 1. From and after the passage of this 
act, it shall be unlawful for any person to take, 
catch, kill, capture, or in any manner destroy, any 
fish in the waters of Lake Merritt or Peralta, in the 
county of Alameda, except by the use of a hook and 
line ; but it shall be unlawful to use any set lines, 
night lines, or trawls in said lake. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, that from 
and after the passage of this act, it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person to take, kill, or destroy, in any 
manner whatever, any grouse, any species of wild 
duck, crane, heron, swan, pelican, snipe, or any 
wild animal or game, of any kind or species what- 
ever, upon, in or around Lake Merritt or Peralta, 
in the county of Alameda, and within one hundred 

rods from high-water mark upon the land around 
said lake. 

^ Sec. 3. Any person violating any of the provi- 
sions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
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demeanor, and upon conviction thereof before any 
justice of the peace of said county, or police judge 
of any city within said county, shall be punished by 
a fine of not exceeding five hundred dollars, and in 
default of payment of such fine, shall be imprisoned 
in the county jail of said county, or within a city 
prison within said county, not more than six 
months, nor less than one month. 

Sec. 4. The fines collected under this act shall 
be paid into the county treasury, in all cases prose- 
cuted before a justice of the peace, and into the 
city treasury, in all cases of prosecution before a 
police judge of any city within the county.

Every person who shoots 
or otherwise kills, destroys, wounds, maims, takes,

REGULATIONS FOR THE PROTECTION OF 

MIGRATORY BIRDS. 

• • 

By the President of the United States of America, 

# * 

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas, An act of congress approved March 
fourth, nineteen hundred and thirteen, entitled “An 
act making appropriations for the Department of 
Agriculture for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, 
nineteen hundred and fourteen” (37 Stat, 847), 
contains provisions as follows : 

All wild geese, wild swans, brant, wild ducks, 
snipe, plover, woodcock, rail, wild pigeons, and 
all other migratory game and insectivorous 
birds which in their northern and southern 
migrations pass through or do not remain per- 
manently the entire year within the borders of 
any state or territory, shall hereafter be 
deemed to be within the custody and protection 
of the government of the United States, and 
shall not be destroyed or taken contrary to 
regulations hereinafter provided therefor. 

The Department of Agriculture is hereby 
authorized and directed to adopt suitable regu- 
lations to give effect to the previous paragraph 
by prescribing and fixing closed seasons, having 
due regard to the zones of temperature, breed- 
ing habits, and times and line of migratory 
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flight, thereby enabling the department to select 
and designate suitable districts for different 
portions of the country, and it shall be un- 
lawful to shoot or by any device kill or seize 
and capture migratory birds within the pro- 
tection of this law during said closed seasons, 
and any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions or regulations of this law for the 
protection of migratory birds shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not more 
than $100 or imprisoned not more than ninety 
days, or both, in the discretion of the court. 

The Department of Agriculture, after the 
preparation of said regulations, shall cause the 
same to be made public, and shall allow a 
period of three months in which said regula- 
tions may be examined and considered before 
final adoption, permitting, when deerned proper, 
public hearings thereon, and after final adop- 
tion shall cause the same to be engrossed and 
submitted to the president of the United States 
for approval ; provided, however, that nothing 
herein contained shall be deemed to affect or 
interfere with the local laws of the states and 
territories for the protection of nonmigratory 
game or other birds resident and breeding 
within their borders, nor to i)revent the states 
and territories from enacting laws and regula- 
tions to promote and render efficient the 
regulations of the Department of Agriculture 
provided under this statute. 

Whereas, The Department of Agriculture has 
duly prepared suitable regulations to give effect to 
the • foregoing provisions of said act and after the 
preparation of said regulations has caused the same 
to be made public and has allowed a period of three 
months in which said regulations might be exam- 




ined and considered before final adoption and has 
permitted public hearings thereon ; 

And, Whereas, The Department of Agriculture 
has adopted the regulations hereinafter set forth 
and after final adoption thereof has caused the 
same to be engrossed and submitted to the president 
of the United States for approval ; 

'Now, therefore, 1, Woodrow Wilson, president 
of the United States of America, by authority in 
me vested do hereby proclaim and make known the 
following regulations for carrying into effect the 
foregoing provisions of said- act : 


Regulation 1. Definitions. 


For the purposes of these regulations the follow- 


(a) Anatidse or waterfowl, including brant, wild 
ducks, geese, and swans. 

Gruidse or cranes, including little brown, ii: 
sandhill, and whooping cranes. -s®: 

(c) Rallidse or rails, including coots, gallinules, sf 
and sora and other rails. 

(d) Limicolse or shore birds, including avocets, 
curlew, dowitchers, godwits, knots, oyster catchers, 
phalaropes, plover, sandpipers, snipe, stilts, surf ' ^ 
birds, turnstones, willet, woodcock, and yellow legs. 

(e) Columbidse or pigeons, including doves and igf 

wild pigeons. ..

For the purposes of these regulations the follow- % 
ing shall be considered migratory insectivorous 


if) Bobolinks, catbirds, chickadees, cuckoos, 
flickers, flycatchers, grosbeaks, humming birds, king- 
lets, martins, meadowlarks, nighthawks or bull bats, 
nuthatches, orioles, robins, shrikes, swallows, swifts, 
tanagers, titmice, thrushes, vireos, warblers, wax- 
wings, whippoorwills, woodpeckers, and wrens, and 
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all other perching birds which feed entirely or 
chiefly on insects. 

Regulation 2. Closed Season at Night. 

A daily closed season on all migratory game and 
insectivorous birds shall extend from sunset to sun- 
rise. 

Regulation 3. Closed Season on Insectivorous 

Birds. 

A closed season on migratory insectivorous birds 
shall continue to December 31, 1913, and each year 
thereafter shall begin January 1 and continue to 
December 31, both dates inclusive, provided that 
nothing in this or any other of these regulations 
shall be construed to prevent the issue of permits 
for collecting birds for scientiflc purposes in ac- 
cordance with the laws and regulations in force in 
the respective states and territories and the District 
of Columbia ; and provided further that the closed 
season on reedbirds or ricebirds in Maryland, the 
District of Columbia, Virginia, and South Carolina 
shall begin November 1 and end August 31 next 
following, both dates inclusive. 

Regulation 4. Five-year Closed Seasons on 

Certain Game Birds. 

A closed season shall continue until September 1, 
1918, on the following migratory game birds : Band- 
tailed pigeons, little brown, sandhill, and whooping 
cranes, swans, curlew, and all shore birds except 
the black-breasted and golden plover, Wilson or 
jack snipe, woodcock, and the greater and lesser 
yellowlegs. 

A closed season shall also continue until Sep- 
tember 1, 1918, on wood ducks in Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, 
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Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Kansas, California, 
Oregon, and Washington ; on rails in California 
and Vermont ; and on woodcock in Illinois and 
Missouri. 

Regulation 5. Closed Season on Certain 

Navigable Rivers. 

A closed season shall continue between January 
1 and December 31, both dates inclusive, of each 
year, on all migratory birds passing over or at rest 
on any of the waters of the main streams of the 

following navigable rivers, to wit : The Mississippi 

* 

river between Minneapolis, Minn., and Memphis, 
Tenn ; and the Missouri river between Bismarck, 
N. Dak., and -Nebraska City, Nebr. ; and on the 
killing or capture of any of such birds on or over 
the shores of any of said rivers, or at any point 
within the limits aforesaid, from any boat, raft, or 
other device, floating or otherwise, in or on any 
' such waters. 


Regulation 6. Zones. 

The following zones for the protection of migra- 
tory game and insectivorous birds are hereby 
established : 

Zone No. 1, the breeding zone comprising states 
lying wholly or in part north of latitude 40° and 
the Ohio river and including Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, Iowa, North Dakota, South Dakota, Ne- 
braska, Colorado, Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, 
Oregon, and Washington — 25 states. 

Zone No. 2, the wintering zone, comprising states 
lying wholly or in part south of latitude 40° and 
the Ohio river and including Delaware, Maryland, 
the District of Columbia, West Virginia, Virginia, 
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North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee, Kentucky, Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas, Oklahoma, 
Kansas, New Mexico, Arizona, California, Nevada, 
and Utah — 23 states and the District of Columbia. 

Regulation 7. Consteuction. 

For the purposes of regulations 8 and 9, each 
period of time therein prescribed as a closed season 
shall be construed to include the first day and to 
exclude the last day thereof. 

Regulation 8. Closed Seasons in Zone No. 1. 

Closed seasons in Zone No. 1 shall be as follows : 

Waterfowl . — The closed season on waterfowl shall 
be between December 16 and September 1 next 

following, except as follows : 

Exceptions: In Massachusetts the closed 
season shall be between January 1 and Sep- 
tember 15. 

In New York, except Long Island, the closed 
season shall be between December 16 and Sep- 
tember 16. 

On Long Island and in Oregon and Wash- 
ington the closed season shall be between Jan- 
uary 16 and October 1. 

In New Jersey the closed season shall be 
between February 1 and November 1 and 

In Minnesota, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
and Wisconsin the closed season shall be 
between December 1 and September 7. 

Fails . — The closed season on rails, coots, and 
gallinules shall be between December 1 and Sep- 
tember 1 next following, except as follows : 

Exceptions : . In Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire, and Rhode Island the closed season shall 
be between December 1 and August 15. 
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In Connecticut, Michigan, and New York, 
and on Long Island the closed season shall be 
between December 1 and September 16. 

In Minnesota, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
and Wisconsin the closed season shall be 
between December 1 and September 7 ; and 

In Oregon and Washington the closed season 
shall be between January 16 and October 1. 

Woodcock . — The closed season on woodcock shall 
be between December 1 and October 1 next follow- 
ing, except as follows : 

Exceptions : In Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
and New Jersey the closed season shall be 
between December 1 and October 10. 

In Rhode Island the closed season shall be 
between December 1 and November 1 ; and 

In Pennsylvania and on Long Island the 
closed season shall be between December 1 and 
October 15. 

Shore birds . — The closed season on black-breasted 
and golden plover, jacksnipe or Wilson snipe, and 
greater and lesser yellowlegs shall be between De- 
cember 16 and September 1 next following, except 
as follows : 

Exceptions : In Maine, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island, and on Long Island 
the closed season shall be between December 1 
and August 15. 

In New York, except Long Island, the closed 
season shall be between December 1 and Sep- 
tember 16. 

In Minnesota, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
and Wisconsin the closed season shall be 
between December 1 and September 7; and 

In Oregon and Washington the closed 
season shall be between December 16 and 
October 1. 
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Regulation 9. Closed Seasons in Zone No. 2. 

Closed seasons in Zone No. 2 shall be as follows : 

Waterfoivl . — The closed season on waterfowl shall 
be between January 16 and October 1 next follow- 
ing, except as follows : 

Exceptions : In Delaware, Maryland, ’ Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Alabama, - Mississippi, 
Louisiana, and Texas, the closed season shall 
be between February 1 and November 1. 

In the District of Columbia, Kansas, New 
Mexico, and West Virginia the closed season 
shall be between December 16 and September 1. 

In Florida, Georgia, and South Carolina the 
closed season shall be between February 16 

I 

and November 20. 

In Missouri and Nevada the closed season 
shall be between January 1 and September 15 ; 
and 

In Arizona and California the closed season 
shall be between February 1 and October 15. 

Rails , — The closed season on rails, coots, and gal- 
linules shall be between December 1 and Septem- 
ber 1 next following, except as follows : 

Exceptions: In Tennessee and Utah the 
closed season shall be between December 1 and 
October 1. 

In Missouri the closed season shall be be- 
tween January 1 and September 15. 

In Louisiana the closed season shall be be- 
tween February 1 and November 1 ; and 

In Arizona and California the closed season 
on coots shall be between February 1 and 
October 15. 

Woodcock . — The closed season on woodcock shall 
be between January 1 and November 1, except as 
follows : 

Exceptions : In Delaware and Louisiana the 
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closed season shall be between January 1 and 
November 15. 

In West Virginia the closed season shall be 
between December 1 and October 1 ; and 

In Georgia the closed season shall be between 
January 1 and December 1. 

Shore birds . — The closed season on black-breasted 

and golden plover, jacksnipe or Wilson snipe, and 

/ • 

greater and lesser yellowlegs shall be between De- 
cember 16 and September 1, next following, except 
as follows : 

Exceptions : In Florida, Georgia, and South 
Carolina the closed season shall be between 
February 1 and November 20. 

' In Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi, and 
Texas the closed season shall be between Feb- 
ruary 1 and November 1. 

. In Tennessee the closed season shall be 
between December 16 and October 1. 

In Arizona and California the closed season 
shall be between February 1 and October 15 ; 
and 

In Utah the closed season on snipe shall be 
between December 16 and October 1, and on 
plover and yellowlegs shall be until Septem- 
ber 1, 1918. 

Regulation 10. Hearings. 

Persons recommending changes in the regulations 
or desiring to submit evidence in person or by attor- 
ney as to the necessity for such changes should 
make application to the Secretary of Agriculture. 

Whenever possible hearings will be arranged at 

» 

central points, and due notice thereof given by pub- 
lication or otherwise as may be deemed appropriate.' 
Persons recommending changes should be prepared 
to show the necessity for such action and to submit 
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evidence other than that based on reasons of per- 
sonal convenience or a desire to kill game during a 
longer open season.

United States Statute. 

Sections 241, 242, 243, and 244 of the Criminal 
Code of the United States (35 Stats., 1088) in 
effect J anuary 1, 1910, are as follows : 

Sec. 241. The importation into the United 
States, or any territory or district thereof, of the 
mongoose,, the so-called “flying-foxes” or fruit bats, 
the English sparrow, the starling, and such other- 
birds and animals as the Secretary of Agriculture 
may from time to time declare to be injurious to 
the interests of agriculture or horticulture, is 
hereby prohibited ; and all such birds and animals 
shall, upon arrival at any port of the United States, 
be destroyed or returned at the expense of the 
owner. No person, shall import into the United

States or into any territory or district thereof, any 

, t 

foreign wild animal or bird, except under special

permit from the Secretary of Agriculture ; pro- 
vided, that nothing in this section shall restrict 
the importation of natural history specimens for 
museums or scientiflc collections, or of certain cage

birds, such as domesticated canaries, parrots, or

such other birds as the Secretary of Agriculture 
may designate. The Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to make regulations for carrying 
into effect the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 242. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to deliver to any common carrier for transporta- 
tion, or for any common carrier to transport from 
nny state, territory, or district of the United 
States, to any other state, territory, or district 
thereof, any foreign animals or birds, the impor- 
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tation of which is prohibited, or the dead bodies or 
I)arts thereof of any wild animals or birds, where 
such animals or birds have been killed or shipped 
in violation of the laws of the state, territory, or 
district in which the same were killed, or from 
which they were shipped ; provided, that nothing 
herein shall prevent the transportation of any dead 
birds or animals killed during the season when the 
same may be lawfully captured, and the export of 
which is not prohibited by law in the state, terri- 
tory, or district in which the same are captured or 
killed ; provided, further, that nothing herein shall 
prevent the importation, transportation, or sale of 
birds or bird plumage manufactured from the 
feathers of barnyard fowls. 

Sec. 243. All packages containing the dead 
bodies, or the plumage, or parts thereof, of game 
animals, or game or other wild birds, when shipped 
in interstate or foreign commerce, shall be plainly 
and clearly marked, so that the name and address 
of thje shipper, and the nature of the contents, 
may be readily ascertained on an inspection of 
the outside of such package. 

Sec. 244. For each evasion or violation of any 
provision of the three sections last preceding^ the 
shipper shall be fined not more than two hundred 
dollars ; the consignee knowingly receiving such 
articles so shipped and transported in violation of 
said sections shall be fined not more than two bun- 
dled dollars I and the carrier knowingly carrying or 
transporting the same in violation of said sec- 
tions shall be fined not more than two hundred 
dollars.

EXECUTIVE ORDER CREATING KLAMATH 

RESERVATION. 

It is hereby ordered that all islands situated in 
Lower Klamath Lake, and the marsh and swamp 
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lands unsuitable for agricultural purposes in town- 
ships thirty-nine, forty, and forty-one south, ranges 
eight and nine, and township forty-one south, 
range ten, all east of the Willamette meridian, 
Oregon, and in townships forty-seven and forty- 
eight north, ranges one, two and three ' east of 
Mount Diablo meridian, California, and situated 
within the area segregated by a broken line, as 
shown upon the diagram hereto attached and made 
a part of this order, are hereby reserved and set 
aside for the use of the Department of Agriculture 
as a preserve and breeding ground for native birds. 

The taking or the destruction of. birds’ eggs and

nests, and the taking or killing of any species of 
native bird for any purpose whatever is prohibited, 
and warning is expressly given to all persons not 
to commit within the reserved territory any of the 
acts hereby enjoined. This order is made subject 
to and is not intended to interfere with the use 
of any part of the reserved area by the Reclama- 
tion Service acting under the provisions of the act

approved June 17, 1902, or any subsequent legisla- 
tion. This reserve to be known as Klamath Lake 
Reservation.

EXECUTIVE ORDER CREATING FARALLON 

RESERVATION. 

It is hereby ordered that the Middle and North 
Farallon islands and other rocks to the northwest 
of same, in California, situated approximately in 
latitude thirty-seven degrees and forty-five minutes 
north, longitude one hundred and twenty-three 
degrees and five minutes west from Greenwich, 
and located within the area segregated by the 
broken line upon the diagram hereto attached and 
made a part of this order, be and the same are 
hereby reserved and set apart for the use of the 
Department of Agriculture as a reserve and 
breeding ground for native birds. It is unlawful 
for any person to hunt, trap, capture, wilfully dis- 
turb, or kill any birds of any kind whatever, or 
take the eggs of such birds within the limits of this 
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reservation, except under such rules and regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture. Warning is expressly given to all 
persons not to commit any of the acts herein enu- 
merated and which are prohibited by law. This 
reserve to be known as Farallon Reservation.

Gentlemen i On behalf of the United States 
Forest Service I want to express my appreciation 
of the opportunity you have afforded for telling the 
public something of the purposes of the service and 
of the manner in which it is undertaking to ac 

complish them. 

The fundamental purpose of the Forest Service 
is the insurance of continuous production of timber 
on the twenty-seven million acres of mountain land 
in California set aside by congress with this end in 
view. To guarantee continuous production of 
timber on this vast area, the primary requisite is 

reasonable safety from fire. 

Because the typical California forest is not 

• totally wiped out with every fire which runs over 

it, many are led to suppose that surface fires do 

little or no damage. As a matter of fact, such fires 

stop production on the area burned over for an 
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appreciable period of time, cause decided deprecia- 
tion in the value of the standing timber, and re- 
peated ground fires over the same area cause a 
reversion of type from valuable forest to waste 
brush land such as every traveler in northern Cali- 
fornia is familiar with. 

Is the Forest Service guaranteeing reasonable 
safety from fire ? Take these figures : 

The average annual number of fires recorded for 
the three years ending December 31, 1910, was 519. 
The average area burned over by each one of these 
fires during the same period was 391 acres. The 
average annual money loss to the forests was 
$292,730.00. For the two years ending December 31, 
1912, the average number of fires each year was 
805 ; the average area burned over per fire, 
96 acres ; and the average annual money loss 

$33,475.00. - 

During the season just closed, under entirely ab- 
normal conditions, when the service fire protective 
system was up against one of the worst summers 
known as regards climatic conditions, the total 
money loss caused by 1,623 fires was $35,733.37, 

and the average area burned per fire was only 86J 
acres. 

These records show that the Forest Service fire 

machine is getting stronger and more efficient year 

by year. The system is satisfactory; it remains 
only to perfect it. 

Wild game and fish are other resources of the 
mountain forests that belong primarily to the people 
of the State of California. The Forest Service has 
undertaken to aid in game and fish protection at 
the request of the State Fish and Came Commis- 
sion, and through co-operation with it. By this 
co-operative arrangement, all “year long’’ men in 
the field force of the service in California are 
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deputy state game wardens. The results for the 
past two years are decidedly gratifying, particularly 
in the deterrent effect that the many forest deputies 
have on would-be game law violaters. From almost 
every national forest come reports that game is on 
the increase. 

The use of California forests as public recreation 
grounds is a use directly contemplated and sub- 
served by the Forest Service. California is pecul- 
iarly fortunate in the extent and beauty of its 
mountain forests and in the opportunities for hunt- 
ing and fishing which they afford to campers. This 
playground use is encouraged in every possible way 
by the Forest Service. Camping on national forests 
is free and unrestricted. The development of the 
forests by physical improvements in the way of new 
roads and trails, telephone lines and established 
camping places furthers the convenience of the 
visitor as well as reducing at the same time the fire 
danger. Forest officers are instructed to render 
courteous assistance to the traveling public by 
furnishing information in regard to the country, 
transportation facilities or forage possibilities. 

The exclusive use of summer residence sites can 
be secured for a nominal annual rental. Any mem- 
ber of the Forest Service will be glad to give in- 
formation in regard to attractive spots for such 
camps and the procedure through which permits to 
build may be obtained. Commercial resorts may be 
built and operated under permits which will safe- 
guard the interests of the public at rates calculated 

• on the value of the site occupied. 

But campers, for their part, have a corresponding 
duty to perform toward the Forest Service and to 
the general public of which they are a part. ^ This 
is the duty of exercising constant and unremitting 
care in the matter of the possibility of starting 
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forest fires. Of the known man-caused fires occur- 
ring on national forests in California during the 
last five years, forty-one per cent are directly trace- 
able to the carelessness of campers. During the 
season of 1913 a total of 209 forest fires were 
started by campers on California forests. 

I think no one but will agree that this is far too 
great a percentage to arise from such a cause. And 
no possible measure of perfection in the Forest 
Service fire fighting machine will avail to reduce 
the number of these fires. They must be reduced 
by removing the cause. And when the cause lies in 
the indifference or thoughtlessness of campers, only 
a change of attitude on the part of campers will 
help the Forest Service in its work of guaranteeing 
reasonable safety from fire. 

I can not make the appeal for consideration of 

these facts by campers too strong. If the camping 

pubHc will co-operate with the Forest Service to the 

extent of keeping at all times in mind the fire 

danger and will learn to follow the six appended 

rules, one of the most stubborn problems connected 

with the people’s forests will be on the highroad to 
solution. 

The Six Rules. 

1. Matches . — Be sure your match is out before 
you throw it away. Matches whose heads glow 
after the flame is out are dangerous. 

2. Tohacco. Throw pipe ashes, and cigar or 
cigarette stumps in the dust of the road or trail 
and stamp or pinch out the fire before leaving them. 
Don t throw them into brush, leaves, or needles. 

3. MaJcifig- Caifip. Build a small camp fire. 
Build it in the open, not against a tree or log. 
Scrape away the trash from all around it. 

4. Leaving Camp . — Never leave a camp fire 
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even for a short time, without quenching it with 
water or earth. 

5. Bonfires . — Never build bonfires in windy 
weather or where there is the slightest danger of 
their escaping from control. Don’t make them 

larger than you need. ' 

6. Fighting Fires . — If you find a fire, try to put 
it out. If you can’t, get word of it to the nearest 
U. S. Forest Ranger or State Firewarden at once. 
Keep in touch with the rangers.
